1 . PER REQUEST OF REFTEL THE FOLLOWING INFORMATION IS PRO- 
VIDED FOR EMBASSY USE IN DEVELOPING PRESS BACKGROUND IN- 
FORMATION IN CONJUNCTION WITH SIGNING OF US-FRG NARCOTICS 
CONTROL AGREEMENT. 

2. ARRANGEMENTS FOR DIRECT EXCHANGE OF INFORMATION REGARD- 
ING TRAFFIC IN NARCOTIC DRUGS, CIRCA 1928-1931, WERE 
DEVELOPED IN BILATERAL AGREEMENTS BETWEEN THE UNITED STATES 
AND 17 INDIVIDUAL COUNTRIES, INCLUDING FRANCE, GERMANY, 

GREECE, ITALY, JAPAN, POLAND, SPAIN, TURKEY AND THE UNITED

KINGDOM. THE 1928 GERMAN AGREEMENT WAS SUPERCEDED BY A 
1956 AGREEMENT TO FACILITATE THE EXCHANGE OF INFORMATION 
AND EVIDENCE WITH REFERENCE TO PERSONS ENGAGED IN THE 
ILLICIT TRAFFIC IN NARCOTIC DRUGS. THESE BILATERAL ARRANGE- 
MENTS FLOWED FROM A GROWING INTERNATIONAL CONCERN OVER 
DRUG A0USE, PARTICULARLY RELATED TO OPIUM AND ITS DERIVA- 
TIVES, AND THE MULTILATERAL EFFORTS TO DEAL WITH THE PRO- 
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BLEM BY THE OPIUM CONVENTION OF 1912 AND THE TWO SUBSEQUENT 
OPIUM CONVENTIONS ADOPTED IN 1925. 

3. WITH THE EXPANSION OF DRUG ABUSE TO INCLUDE A VARIETY 

OF DANGEROUS DRUG AND SUBSTANCES AND A GROWING NUMBER OF 
DRUG ABUSERS, THE UNITED NATIONS CONVENED A CONFERENCE 
FOR THE ADOPTION OF A SINGLE CONVENTION ON NARCOTIC DRUGS 
IN 1961 AND THE SINGLE CONVENTION ON NARCOTIC DRUGS, 1961 
WAS ADOPTED. THERE ARE NOW 1 17 PARTIES TO THAT CONVEN- 
TION WHICH ESTABLISHED A REGIME FOR INTERNATIONAL CONTROL 
OF NARCOTIC DRUGS AND CREATED A MEANS FOR CONTINUOUS 
INTERNATIONAL COOPERATION IN THE SUPPRESSION OF NARCOTIC 
OFFENSES INCLUDING ILLICIT TRAFFIC IN SUCH DRUGS, AND 
IN THE TREATMENT AND REHABILITATION OF DRUG ABUSERS. 

4. AN AMENDING PROTOCOL TO THE SINGLE CONVENTION WAS 
ADOPTED IN 1972 AND THERE ARE NOW 60 PARTIES TO IT. 

THE PROTOCOL STRENGTHENED THE MEASURES TO BE TAKEN 
AGAINST DRUG ABUSE, ENCOURAGED BROADER TECHNICAL AND 
FINANCIAL ASSISTANCE IN NARCOTICS CONTROL AND DEVELOPED 
NEW APPROACHES TO PREVENT AND DEAL WITH DRUG ADDICTION. 

5. THE SINGLE CONVENTION, AS AMENDED, ENHANCED THE 
OPPORTUNITIES FOR INTERNATIONAL COOPERATION IN DRUG 
ABUSE PREVENTION AND TREATMENT AND STIMULATED INTEREST 
UNCLASSIFIED

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IN CLOSER BILATERAL TIES BETWEEN THE UNITED STATES AND 
OTHER PARTIES TO THE CONVENTION. IN 1971 FRANCE AND 
THE UNITED STATES CONCLUDED AN AGREEMENT FOR THE CO- 
ORDINATION OF PREVENTIVE AND REPRESSIVE ACTION AGAINST 
THE ILLICIT NARCOTIC AND DANGEROUS DRUG TRAFFIC. THIS 
AGREEMENT WENT BEYOND THE EARLIER BILATERAL ARRANGEMENTS 
FOR INFORMATION EXCHANGE ON NARCOTIC TRAFFICKING BY 
AUTHORIZING (1) THE STATIONING OF DRUG ENFORCEMENT PER- 
SONNEL IN EACH COUNTRY, (2) THE CONDUCT OF JOINT IN- 
VESTIGATIONS ON MATTERS OF COMMON INTEREST, AND (3) 

THE FACILITATION OF TECHNICAL AND PROFESSIONAL ASSISTANCE 
IN SUCH MATTERS AS TRAINING, INVESTIGATIVE TECHNIQUES 
AND JUDICIAL ASSISTANCE. SIMILAR AGREEMENTS FOLLOWED 
WITH THAILAND (1971), ECUADOR (1971), ARGENTINA (1972), 

PARAGUAY (1973) AND LEBANON (1973). PRESIDENT CARTER 
SIGNED A MEMORANDUM OF UNDERSTANDING ON NARCOTIC CONTROL 
COOPERATION WITH VENEZUELA DURING HIS VISIT TO THAT 
COUNTRY LAST MONTH. 

6. PRESIDENT CARTER HAS GIVEN INTERNATIONAL NARCOTICS 
CONTROL THE HIGHEST PRIORITY, DIRECTING THE SECRETARY OF 
STATE, -N HIS DRUG ABUSE MESSAGE OF AUGUST 2, 1977, TO

IMPROVE AND STRENGTHEN THIS ONGOING EFFORT. THE MESSAGE 

IDENTIFIED THE IMPORTANCE OF WORKING WITH OTHER NATIONS 
BILATERALLY, AS WELL AS THROUGH INTERNATIONAL AGENCIES, 
TO COMBAT THE THREAT TO THE ENTIRE WORLD POSED BY DRUG

1 . PER REQUEST OF REFTEL THE FOLLOWING INFORMATION IS PRO- 
VIDED FOR EMBASSY USE IN DEVELOPING PRESS BACKGROUND IN- 
FORMATION IN CONJUNCTION WITH SIGNING OF US-FRG NARCOTICS 
CONTROL AGREEMENT. 
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2. ARRANGEMENTS FOR DIRECT EXCHANGE OF INFORMATION REGARD- 
ING TRAFFIC IN NARCOTIC DRUGS, CIRCA 1928-1931, WERE 
DEVELOPED IN BILATERAL AGREEMENTS BETWEEN THE UNITED STATES 
AND 17 INDIVIDUAL COUNTRIES, INCLUDING FRANCE, GERMANY, 
GREECE, ITALY, JAPAN, POLAND, SPAIN, TURKEY AND THE UNITED 
KINGDOM. THE 1928 GERMAN AGREEMENT WAS SUPERCEDED BY A 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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1956 AGREEMENT TO FACILITATE THE EXCHANGE OF INFORMATION 
AND EVIDENCE WITH REFERENCE TO PERSONS ENGAGED IN THE 
ILLICIT TRAFFIC IN NARCOTIC DRUGS. THESE BILATERAL ARRANGE- 
MENTS FLOWED FROM A GROWING INTERNATIONAL CONCERN OVER 
DRUG A0USE, PARTICULARLY RELATED TO OPIUM AND ITS DERIVA- 
TIVES, AND THE MULTILATERAL EFFORTS TO DEAL WITH THE PRO- 
BLEM BY THE OPIUM CONVENTION OF 1912 AND THE TWO SUBSEQUENT 

OPIUM CONVENTIONS ADOPTED IN 1925. 

3. WITH THE EXPANSION OF DRUG ABUSE TO INCLUDE A VARIETY 

OF DANGEROUS DRUG AND SUBSTANCES AND A GROWING NUMBER OF 
DRUG ABUSERS, THE UNITED NATIONS CONVENED A CONFERENCE 
FOR THE ADOPTION OF A SINGLE CONVENTION ON NARCOTIC DRUGS 
IN 1961 AND THE SINGLE CONVENTION ON NARCOTIC DRUGS, 1961 
WAS ADOPTED. THERE ARE NOW 1 17 PARTIES TO THAT CONVEN- 
TION WHICH ESTABLISHED A REGIME FOR INTERNATIONAL CONTROL 
OF NARCOTIC DRUGS AND CREATED A MEANS FOR CONTINUOUS 
INTERNATIONAL COOPERATION IN THE SUPPRESSION OF NARCOTIC 
OFFENSES INCLUDING ILLICIT TRAFFIC IN SUCH DRUGS, AND 
IN THE TREATMENT AND REHABILITATION OF DRUG ABUSERS. 

4. AN AMENDING PROTOCOL TO THE SINGLE CONVENTION WAS 
ADOPTED IN 1972 AND THERE ARE NOW 60 PARTIES TO IT. 

THE PROTOCOL STRENGTHENED THE MEASURES TO BE TAKEN 
AGAINST DRUG ABUSE, ENCOURAGED BROADER TECHNICAL AND 
FINANCIAL ASSISTANCE IN NARCOTICS CONTROL AND DEVELOPED 
NEW APPROACHES TO PREVENT AND DEAL WITH DRUG ADDICTION. 

5. THE SINGLE CONVENTION, AS AMENDED, ENHANCED THE 
OPPORTUNITIES FOR INTERNATIONAL COOPERATION IN DRUG 
ABUSE PREVENTION AND TREATMENT AND STIMULATED INTEREST 
IN CLOSER BILATERAL TIES BETWEEN THE UNITED STATES AND 
UNCLASSIFIED

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OTHER PARTIES TO THE CONVENTION. IN 1971 FRANCE AND 
THE UNITED STATES CONCLUDED AN AGREEMENT FOR THE CO- 
ORDINATION OF PREVENTIVE AND REPRESSIVE ACTION AGAINST 
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THE ILLICIT NARCOTIC AND DANGEROUS DRUG TRAFFIC. THIS 
AGREEMENT WENT BEYOND THE EARLIER BILATERAL ARRANGEMENTS 
FOR INFORMATION EXCHANGE ON NARCOTIC TRAFFICKING BY 
AUTHORIZING (1) THE STATIONING OF DRUG ENFORCEMENT PER- 
SONNEL IN EACH COUNTRY, (2) THE CONDUCT OF JOINT IN- 
VESTIGATIONS ON MATTERS OF COMMON INTEREST, AND (3) 

THE FACILITATION OF TECHNICAL AND PROFESSIONAL ASSISTANCE 
IN SUCH MATTERS AS TRAINING, INVESTIGATIVE TECHNIQUES 
AND JUDICIAL ASSISTANCE. SIMILAR AGREEMENTS FOLLOWED 
WITH THAILAND (1971), ECUADOR ( 1971), ARGENTINA (1972), 

PARAGUAY (1973) AND LEBANON (1973). PRESIDENT CARTER 
SIGNED A MEMORANDUM OF UNDERSTANDING ON NARCOTIC CONTROL 
COOPERATION WITH VENEZUELA DURING HIS VISIT TO THAT 
COUNTRY LAST MONTH. 

6. PRESIDENT CARTER HAS GIVEN INTERNATIONAL NARCOTICS 
CONTROL THE HIGHEST PRIORITY, DIRECTING THE SECRETARY OF 
STATE, -N HIS DRUG ABUSE MESSAGE OF AUGUST 2, 1977, TO 
IMPROVE AND STRENGTHEN THIS ONGOING EFFORT. THE MESSAGE 

IDENTIFIED THE IMPORTANCE OF WORKING WITH OTHER NATIONS 
BILATERALLY, AS WELL AS THROUGH INTERNATIONAL AGENCIES, 

TO COMBAT THE THREAT TO THE ENTIRE WORLD POSED BY DRUG 
ABUSE AND THE ILLICIT TRAFFIC. THE PRESIDENT EMPHASIZED 
THAT CLOSER TIES WITH OTHER NATIONS IS CENTRAL TO THE 
ADMINISTRATION'S APPROACH TO EFFECTIVE DRUG CONTROL, AND 
STRESSED INTERNATIONAL COOPERATION AMONG DRUG LAW 
ENFORCEMENT AGENCIES AND THE SHARING OF TREATMENT KNOW- 
LEDGE AND EXPERTISE. 
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
